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MESSAGE  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT 

Mission  Policies 

Dear  Brothers  and  Sisters. 

During  the  past  few  months  we  have  realized  the  need  of  re-stating 
mission  policies  to  bring  about  greater  understanding  of  the  missionary 
programme. 

Firstly  we  want  to  express  appreciation  to  all  of  you  wonderful 
members  for  the  increased  co-operation  which  you  are  giving  the  mis- 
sionaries. Many  more  referrals  have  been  given  than  in  recent  months, 
which  has  been  a  big  help  in  increasing  the  number  of  baptisms  in  some 
areas  o\'  the  mission.  We  have  encouraged  the  missionaries  to  meet  month  Iv 
with  the  Branch  Presidencies  to  talk  over  problems  of  mutual  interest  and 
to  work  out  ways  of  bringing  about  increased  harmony  and  success  in 
interesting  investigators  in  the  Gospel  and  in  fellowshipping  new  members. 

As  members  of  the  Church,  you  are  the  Church  to  those  who  visit 
our  meetings  for  the  first  time.  Your  consideration  of  these  non-members 
and  your  kindly  handshake  and  introduction  to  them  oftentimes  leaves  a 
lasting  effect  upon  them.  You  have  the  power  of  making  friends  or  ene- 
mies of  these  people  through  your  attitude  towards  them  at  first  meeting. 
We  thank  you  for  your  helpfulness  in  this  part  of  the  missionary  work. 

Many  of  you  show  great  kindness  to  the  missionaries,  for  which  we 
are  grateful.  One  of  the  messages  of  the  Saviour  is  that  he  who  gives  but 
a  cup  of  water  to  one  of  His  servants  shall  in  no  wise  lose  his  reward. 
However,  this  expression  of  kindness,  sometimes  is  overdone  with  some 
missionaries,  and  they  spend  more  time  with  members  than  is  condusive 
to  the  best  proselyting  work.  They  have  been  called  to  this  land  to  work 
with  non-members  of  the  Church.  When  they  visit  the  same  family  or 
families  week  after  week,  whether  for  dinner,  social  calls,  or  otherwise, 
they  are  taking  valuable  lime  from  proselyting,  which  is  their  calling  for 
the  limited  time  they  are  in  this  land. 

Our  mission  policy  has  not  been  understood  by  some,  especially  with 
regard  to  missionaries  visiting  members  homes.  So  we  are  stating  it  here. 
We  ask  your  co-operation  so  that  the  work  will  go  forward  as  it  should. 
We  ask  that  the  missionaries  do  not  visit  the  same  members  of  the  Church 
more  often  than  once  a  month.  When  they  do  visit,  if  they  are  asked  for 
dinner,  we  want  them  to  arrive  at  the  home  fifteen  minutes  before  the 
appointed  hour  and  leave  the  home  thirty  minutes  after  dinner.  This  will 
allow  them  the  opportunity  to  do  proselyting  work  to  the  maximum,  with- 
out neglecting  this  work  for  personal  pleasure.  You  are  all  familiar  with 
the  instructions  given  each  missionary  that  "arms  length'"  is  to  be  observed 
wth  regard  to  members  of  the  opposite  sex.  Also,  a  missionary  is  violating 
his  calling  if  he  is  ever  alone  with  a  girl  or  a  woman. These  rules  are  time- 
tested  and  inspired  through  a  prophet.  Those  contributing  to  the  breaking 
of  these  rules  will  be  held  accountable  and  may  bring  sorrow  and  disgrace 
to  themselves  and  to  the  missionary. 

These  young  men  have  been  called  to  this  land  for  but  one  purpose  — 
to  promote  the  work  of  proselyting  the  Gospel  so  that  those  who  sit  in 
darkness  may  find  the  light.  They  are  not  here  to  find  a  mate  or  to  become 
involved  romantically.  We  believe  that  those  who  would  encourage  them 
to  be  so  involved  may  reap  sorrow    through  their  efforts. 

We  have  stated  these  facts  so  that  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding 
in  the  minds  of  anyone  and  so  that  all  may  know  the  rules  and  policies 
concerning  these  wonderful  young  men  who  have  been  called  by  the  Lord 
to  be  his  servants  at  this  time  and  in  this  place.

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The  Devil  is  a  Liar 


The  scriptures  teach  that  the 
Devil  is  a  liar,  and  has  been  from 
the  beginning. 

But  he  is  not  the  only  one,  for 
he  endeavours  to  persuade  all  else 
to  become  like  himself.  With  many 
he  succeeds  abundantly,  much  to 
his  own  gratification. 

In  speaking  of  this  propensity,  the 
Lord  says  of  the  Devil : 

"He  saith  unto  them,  deceive  and 
lie  in  wait  to  catch,  that  ye  may 
destroy;  behold  this  is  no  harm. 
And  thus  he  flattereth  them  and 
telleth  them  that  it  is  no  sin  to  lie 
that  they  may  catch  a  man  in  a  lie, 
that  they  may  destroy  him. 

"And  thus  he  flattereth  them  and 
leadeth  them  along  until  he  drag- 
geth  their  souls  down  to  hell,  and 
thus  he  causeth  them  to  catch  them- 
selves in  their  own  snare."  (DC  10: 
24-28) 

Since  dishonesty,  insincerity  and 
a  passion  to  "have  face"  have  be- 
come such  a  part  of  our  modern 
way  of  life,  this  scripture  brings  a 
timely    warning. 

As  criminality  has  soared  tremen- 
dously in  the  recent  past,  so  has 
lying  to  cover  up  dishonesty. 

Deceit,  wearing  a  false  front,  mis- 
representation of  facts,  and  schem- 
ing for  our  own  aggrandizement,  are 
all  part  of  the  same  package. 

Lying  is  as  despicable  as  is  steal- 
ing. Often  they  are  the  same,  for 
in  lying,  people's  good  names  are 
often  stolen  away.  It  is  a  vicious 
form   of  character  assasination. 

This  is  particularly  true  in  such 
caes  as  are  referred  to  in  the  above- 
mentioned  scripture,  where  people 
tell  lies  in  an  effort  to  destroy 
another  person. 

Murder  is  a  crime  for  which  there 
is  no  forgiveness.  How  near  to  it  is 
character    assasination? 

And  yet,  how  many  ostensibly  re- 
spectable people  indulge  in  it! 

Let  us  ask  ourselves  frankly :  If 
no  unclean  thing  can  enter  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven,  can  a  liar  do 
so?  Is  he  clean?  Is  there  anything 
pure  or  Christ-like  about  him  —  or 
her? 


We  might  well  remember  the  eter- 
nal place  to  which  the  Lord  says 
liars  will  go  —  if  unrepentant: 

"These  are  they  who  are  liars,  and 
sorcerers,  and  adulterers,  and  whore- 
mongers, and  whosoever  loves  and 
makes   a  lie. 

"These  are  they  who  suffer  the 
wrath  of  God  on  earth. 

These    are    they    who    suffer    the 

vengeance  of  eternal  fire.  These  are 

they   who   are  cast  down   to   Hell." 

(DC  76:    102-106) 

Whenever  people  lie  or  even 
colour  the  truth,  they  place  them- 
selves in  league  with  the  Devil,  and 
he  is  hardly  good  company  for  the 
Saints. 

How  different  is  the  liar  from  the 
true  Saint,  who  endeavours  to  ex- 
emplify the  teachings  of  Christ! 
How  different  are  his  or  her 
motives. 

The  true  Saint  is  one  who  loves 
his  neighbour  as  himself,  who  does 
unto  others  as  he  would  be  done 
by;  it  is  he  who  judges  not,  that 
he  may  not  be  judged;  it  is  he  who 
is  forgiving  and  kind,  patient  and 
long  suffering;  it  is  he  who  seeks 
a  friendly  reconciliation  with  his 
brother  with  whom  he  may  have  a 
difference,  and  does  so  even  before 
he  comes  to  worship  at  the  altar  of 
God. 

The  Saint  is  a  good  Samaritan, 
not  a  robber  on  the  road  to  Jericho. 
The  Saint  will  go  the  extra  mile 
and  give  his  cloak  and  his  coat  also, 
but  will  never  steal  another's  cloak, 
and  certainly  not  his  good  name. 

The  Saint  will  know  that  unless 
he  loves  his  brother  whom  he  has 
seen,  he  obviously  does  not  love 
the  God  whom  he  has  not  seen. 
He  forgives,  but  does  not  condemn 
—  he  helps,  but  never  hinders  — 
he  holds  out  a  light  that  others  may 
see,  but  never  blinds  them. 

So  strongly  does  the  Lord  feel 
on  this  matter  of  lying  that  He  has 
said  : 

"These  six  things  does  the  Lord 
Hate :  yea,  seven  are  an  abomina- 
tion   unto   Him  :

You  probably  don't  realize  it,  but  you  have  done  a  lot 
for  me  and  I  want  to  thank  you  for  everything  from  the 
bottom  of  my  heart. 

When  we  used  to  discuss  religion  at  school  I  never  ever 
thought  that  I'd  see  the  day  when  I'd  become  a  member  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  You  probably 
remember  how  I  used  to  laugh,  or  should  I  say  mock,  when 
anyone  said  they  believed  in  a  God  and  in  the  help  that  He 
gave  them.  I  may  have  laughed,  but  deep  down  inside  of 
mc  I  envied  that  person  for  her  faith  and  trust  and  love 
for  the  Supreme  Being.  I  used  to  think:  gee,  I  wish  I  had  a 
God.  I  wish  I  had  something  to  believe  in.  And  now,  I  have, 
and  indirectly  or  directly,  whether  you  agree  or  not,  you  are 
responsible.  Think  of  it  this  way.  If  you  hadn't  filled  in  the 
referral  card,  the  missionaries  still  might  have  come  to  my 
door,  but  I  would  not  have  opened  the  door,  and  then  I'd 
still  be  without  a  religion. 

I  thank  God  sincerely  for  you  and  the  missionaries  and 
I  thank  Him  for  opening  my  heart  to  the  message  which  He 
had  for  me.  I  pray  that  God  will  give  you,  your  family,  my 
family  and  every  single  member  of  the  Church  the  courage 
and  strength  to  live  in  a  manner  pleasing  to  Him.  May  God 
bless  you  and  I  thank  you  once  again.

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GREAT  MOMENTS  IN  CHURCH  HISTORY 

**NOTE.  This  is  an  account  of  the  Missouri  persecutions.  It  is  related 
by  Parley  P.  Pratt  and  commences  as  he  is  travelling  to  the  saints  living 
in   Independence.    Missouri    during   the   height  of  the  persecutions. 

We  then  repaired  to  Lexington,  and  made  oath  before  Judge  Ryland 
of  the  outrages  committed  upon  us.  but  were  refused  a  warrant.  The  Judge 
advised  us  to  fight  and  kill  the  outlaws  whenever  they  came  upon  us.  We 
then  returned  to  the  place  where  we  breakfasted,  and.  night  coming  on,  we 
retired  to  bed.  Having  been  without  sleep  for  the  three  previous  nights, 
and  much  of  the  time  drenched  with  rain,  this,  together  with  the  severe 
wound  I  had  received,  caused  me  to  feel  much  exhausted.  No  sooner  had 
sleep  enfolded  me  in  her  kind  embrace  than  a  vision  opened  before  me. 

I  was  in  Jackson  County;  heard  the  sound  of  firearms,  and  saw  the 
killed  and  wounded  lying  in  their  blood.  At  this  I  awoke  from  slumber, 
and  awaking  Mr.  Marsh  and  the  family  with  whom  we  lodged,  I  told  them 
what  I  had  seen  and  heard  in  my  dream,  and  that  I  was  sure  a  battle  had 
just  occured. 

Next  morning  we  pursued  our  journey  homeward  with  feelings  of 
anxiety  indescribable.  Every  officer  of  the  peace  had  abandoned  us  to  our 
fate;  and  it  seemed  as  if  there  was  no  alternative  but  for  men,  women  and 
children  to  be  exterminated.  As  we  rode  on,  ruminating  upon  these  things, 
a  man  met  us  from  Independence,  who  told  us  there  was  a  battle  raging 
when  he  left;  and  how  it  had  terminated  he  knew  not. 

This  only  heightened  our  feelings  of  anxiety  and  suspense.  We  were 
every  instant  drawing  nearer  to  the  spot  where  we  might  find  our  friends 
alive  and  victorius,  or  dead,  or  perhaps  in  bondage,  in  the  hands  of  a 
worse  than  savage  enemy. 

On.  coming  within  four  miles  of  Independence,  we  ventured  to  inquire 
the  distance  at  a  certain  house;  this  we  did  in  order  to  pass  as  strangers, 
and  also,  in  hopes  to  leirn  some  news;  the  man  seemed  frightened,  and  in- 
quired where  we  were  from.  We  replied,  from  Lexington,  said  he.  "Have 
you  heard  what  has  happened?"  We  replied.  "That  we  had  heard  there 
was  some  difficulty,  but  of  all  the  particulars  we  had  not  been  informed." 
"Why."  said  he,  "the  Mormons  have  riz.  and  have  killed  six  men." 

We  then  passed  on,  and  as  soon  as  we  were  out  of  sight  we  left  the 
road  and  took  to  the  woods. 

Taking  a  circuitous  route,  through  thickets  of  hazel  interwoven  with 
grape  vine,  we  came  in  sight  of  Independence,  after  some  difficulty  and 
entanglement,  and  advanced  towards  it;  but  seeing  parties  of  armed  men 
advancing  towards  us,  we  wheeled  about,  and  retreating  a  distance,  turned 
again  into  the  woods,  and,  galloping  about  a  half  mile,  reached  the  tents 
of  our  friends. 

But  what  was  our  p.stonishment  when  we  found  our  brethren  without 
arms,  having  surrendered  them  to  the  enemy! 

The  truth  was  this:  The  same  evening  that  I  dreamed  of  the  battle, 
a  large  body  of  the  outlaws  had  marched  to  a  certain  settlement,  where 
they  had  before  committed  many  outrages,  and  commenced  to  unroof 
dwellings,  destroy  property,  and  threaten  and  abuse  women  and  children. 
While  some  sixty  men  were  thus  engaged,  and  their  horses  quietly  regaling 
themselves  in  the  cornfields  of  the  brethren,  about  thirty  of  our  men 
marched  upon  them,  and  drove  them  from  the  field.  Several  were  severely 
if  not  mortally  wounded  on  both  sides;  and  one  youna  man  of  the  Church 
died  of  his  wounds  the  next  day  —  his  name  was  Barber.

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Abstinence  and  Moderation

Moderation  is  a  word  that  has  a 
very  acceptable  sound,  and  we  might 
fall  into  the  fallacy  of  thinking  it  is 
the  answer  to  everything.  But  it  isn't 
always.  Indeed,  there  isn't  anything 
that  is  always  the  answer  to  every- 
thing: and  this  in  itself  is  a  matter 
of  moderation. 

Sometimes  it  is  easier  to  do  some- 
thing that  seems  more  difficult  to 
do  than  to  do  something  that  at  first 
sight  seems  easier  —  for  if  we  give 
up  something  only  partly,  there  are 
always  the  questions  When?  How 
much?  How  far?  But  if  we  give  it 
up  altogether,  these  questions  re- 
solve themselves. 

It  isn't  possible  to  accommodate 
ourselves  to  all  things,  and  still  pre- 
serve principle.  It  isn't  possible  to 
partake  of  a  little  of  everything  or 
anything  and  still  preserve  health  — 
or  life.  Even  a  little  of  some  things 
is  too  much  —  sometimes  fatal, 
literally  so.  Some  things  are  wrong, 
basically  and  inherently  wrong;  and 
we  shouldn't  allow  ourselves  the 
right  to  do  wrong — even  in  modera- 
tion. 

In  some  situations  the  mistakes 
themselves    may    not   be    so    serious 


if  we  recogni/ed  them  as  such;  but 
rationalizing  ourselves  into  a  com- 
fortable complacency  could  be  ex- 
ceedingly   serious. 

We  sometimes  hear  talk  of  "taper- 
ing off".  It  also  has  a  tempting 
sound.  But  would  we  recommend 
tapering  off  stealing,  or  many  other 
things  that  might  be  mentioned? 

I  here  are  often  extenuating  cir- 
cumstances, and  we  cannot  expect 
perfection;  but  we  shouldn't  ra- 
tionalize the  principle.  We  are 
stronger  and  safe  if  we  face  facts 
and  do  not  seek  to  accommodate 
ourselves  to  error  or  evil  or  un- 
healthful  habits  —  not  even  in 
moderation. 

If  we  have  a  habit  which  is  likely 
to  lead  to  a  wrong  result,  we  could 
be  safer  to  give  it  up  altogether 
than  to  give  it  up  part  way.  We  do 
ourselves  a  disservice  if  we  mix 
everything  into  the  same  mixture 
and  say  that  a  little  of  everything 
is  all  right,  when  a  little  of  some 
things  is  really  wrong. 

In  other  words,  the  best  way  not 
to  do  what  we  shouldn't  do  is  not 
to    do    it.

In  the  battle  brother  Philo  Dibble,  of  Ohio,  was  shot  in  the  body 
through  his  waistband;  the  ball  remaining  in  him.  He  bled  much  in- 
wardly, and.  in  a  day  or  two  his  bowels  were  so  filled  with  blood  and  so 
inflamed  that  he  was  about  to  die.  or,  rather,  he  had  been  slowly  dying 
from  the  time  he  was  wounded.  The  smell  of  himself  had  become  in- 
tolerable to  him  and  those  about  him.  At  length  Elder  Newel  Knight  ad- 
ministered to  him.  by  the  laying  on  of  hands,  in  the  name  of  Jesus;  his 
hands  had  scarcely  touched  his  head  when  he  felt  an  operation  penetrating 
his  whole  system  as  if  it  had  been  a  purifying  fire.  He  immediately  dis- 
charged several  quarts  of  blood  and  corruption,  among  which  was  the 
ball  with  which  he  had  been  wounded.  He  was  instantly  healed,  and  went 
to  work  chopping  wood.  He  remained  an  able  bodied  man.  a  hard  worker, 
and  even  did  military  duty  for  many  years  after.

On  a  recent  visit  to  our  Branch.  President  Badger  arrived  at  the 
chapel  for  a  meeting  a  little  ahead  of  time.  It  was  a  clear,  crisp  Sabbath 
morning,  and  having  time  on  his  hands,  he  did  a  tour  around  the  chapel 
and  its  grounds,  observing  as  he  did  so,  the  quiet  dignity  of  the  Lord's 
house,  flanked  as  it  is  by  green  lawns  and  hedgerow,  flowerbeds,  and  tall 
trees.  At  this  time  of  the  year  a  magnificent  Poinsettia  bush  is  a  blaze  of 
scarlet  in  the  early  morning  sunlight,  and  overall  was  the  special  hush  of  a 
perfect  Sabbath  morning,  in  this  lovely  suburb  set  high  above  the  City  of 
Durban. 

In  a  conference  session  later  that  day.  President  Badger  said  from  the 
pulpit  that  he  felt  that  our  lovely  chapel,  in  its  setting,  was  the  most 
beautiful  sight  in  a  city  renowned  for  its  beauty,  and  that  at  the  same  time, 
it  was  also  the  spiritual  stronghold  of  the  city.  We,  the  members  of  the 
Branch,  echo  his  sentiments  and  thank  him  for  his  fine  appraisal.  Thinking 
back  to  the  days  when  meetings  were  held  in  all  manner  of  premises,  for 
example,  a  converted  shop,  a  "Land  Sale"  room,  dance  studios,  a  Lodge 
Hall,  as  well  as  member's  homes,  we  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  facilities 
we  have  today;  a  chapel  (which  has  been  extended  since  it  was  first  dedi- 
cated by  Elder  Harold  B.  Lee  in  October  1958)  a  lovely  cultural  hall,  a 
squash  court,  numerous  classrooms,  a  spacious  car-port,  etc.  Over  the  past 
eighteen  months  the  saints  have  made  a  concerted  effort  to  raise  the  balance 
owing  on  the  building,  in  order  that  it  may  be  dedicated  by  Elder  Packer 
in  September.  It  has  meant  hard  work  and  sacrifice  but  once  again  we  have 
proved  that  by  the  grace  of  God,   all   things  are  possible,  for  what  has 
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seemed  almost  impossible  is  now  an  accomplished  fact.  A  special  tribute 
must  be  paid  to  the  Relief  Society  sisters,  who  spear-headed  the  fund- 
raising  drive  when  they  were  called  as  the  Committee.  Due  to  their  drive 
the  fund  really  got  under  way,  and  thus  a  sincere  vote  of  thanks  goes  to 
them  for  their  untiring  efforts.  They  truly  personify  the  scripture  which 
says  "Faith  without  works  is  dead."  Praise  is  also  due  to  President  Fred 
Watts  and  his  helper  Brother  Otto  Doller  for  the  wonderful  work  they 
have  done  in  and  around  the  chapel  in  preparation  of  the  dedication. 

One  can  almost  say  that  mellowed  by  time,  the  chapel  is  even  lovelier 
today  than  when  it  was  first  built. 

What  a  long  way  we  have  come  since  the  faithful  missionaries  re- 
opened their  activities  here  in  1925  for  the  first  time  since  1860.  Their 
hope  of  yesterday  is  the  reality  of  today,  with  not  only  an  established 
branch,  but  a  lovely  edifice,  filled  with  those  who  have  accepted  the  Gospel 
in  these  latter-days.

Soon  the  Norbury's  home  was 
too  small  for  us  to  meet  in  and 
we  found  ourselves  meeting  in  the 
local  school  hall.  At  this  time  we 
were  still  a  dependant  branch  of 
Ramah.  This  however,  was  short- 
lived and  we  became  an  independent 
branch.  We  were  growing  and  soon 
we  were  meeting  in  the  Masonic 
Hall.  Of  course  it  was  not  easy 
going  all  the  time  but  having  a 
driving  and  enthusiastic  spirit,  we 
kept  moving.  The  members  were 
now  praying  for  a  chapel.  After 
many  long  hours  of  fund  raising 
events,  we  were  rewarded  with  the 
ground-breaking  ceremonies  on 
August  15,  1963.  This  event  was 
attended  by  both  Presidents  Alldridge 
and  Snow.  What  an  encouraging 
sight.  We  realize  now  how  the 
Lord  was  blessing  us  and  because 
of  this  we  continued  to  strive  for 
the  completion  of  our  chapel.  Then 
came  the  moment.  Sunday.  28 
August.  1966.  At  two  o'clock  our 
chapel  was  officially  opened. 
Fathers,   mothers,   sons   and   daugh- 


ters had  cleared  the  way  for  the 
building  of  this  beautiful  edifice. 
Once  again  our  efforts  were  reward- 
ed and  how  grateful  we  were.  At 
this  opening  dry  eyes  were  few  and 
far    between. 

We  started  off  now  preparing  for 
dedication  of  the  chapel,  but  we 
experienced  difficult  times.  Two 
years  later  the  end  of  the  battle 
was  still  not  in  sight.  The  hard- 
ships and  difficulties  soon  became 
a  part  of  the  past  as  four  more 
families  attended  our  Branch  and 
helped  us  in  our  efforts. 

Our  task  at  this  time  was  to 
raise  over  four  thousand  Rand  in 
three  months  and  it  was  at  about 
this  time  that  our  Branch  Presi- 
dency was  re-organized.  Once  again 
we  were  enthused  about  having  our 
chapel  paid  for  and  dedicated.  One 
by  one  the  families  were  asked  in 
an  interview  to  donate  a  sum  of 
money  equal  to  one  month's  salary 
within  the  required  three  months. 
What  a  response  to  this  request! 
February  1969  found  us  repainting 
and  redecorating  our  building.  We 
had  succeeded.  We  had  a  challenge 
to  meet  and  we  met  it. 

One  of  the  most  outstanding 
traits  of  the  Mormons  is  that  we 
are  a  missionary  church.  One  of 
the  greatest  drawing  cards  of  the 
Church  is  our  fine  chapels  and  the 
Germiston  Chapel  is  no  exception. 
The  Chapel  here  is  everything  that 
a  Latter-day  Saint  chapel  should  be. 
We  claim  to  be  the  only  true  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  and  everything  we 
do  should  reflect  this  belief  --  in- 
cluding the  buildings  in  which  we 
worship. 

We  are  anxiously  anticipating  the 
dedication  of  our  Chapel  by  Brother 
Packer  this  coming  month. 


Vereeniging 


The  original  Vereeniging  Branch  became  defunct  when  the  members 
moved  away,  leaving  only  Brother  Hansie  Brummer  and  his  family.  Sub- 
sequently Brother  W.  Sheasby  and  his  family  moved  into  Sasolburg  and 
Brother  and  Sister  D.  B.  Moore  moved  into  Vereeniging.  Brother  Moore 
had  been  employed   by  the  Rand  Water  Board  at  Suikerbosrand. 

In  I960,  about  November  or  December,  the  missionaries  again  came 
to  Vereeniging  and  during  1961  many  families  were  baptised  and  the 
branch  grew.  Other  members  from  other  branches  moved  to  Vereeniging 
to  swell  the  membership. 
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One  of  these  was  Brother  Zacharias  J.  Pienaar  who  came  from  Pretoria 
and  who  was  called  to  be  the  first  Branch  President  of  the  Branch.  At  that 
time  the  Branch  was  a  dependant  branch  of  Ramah. 

In  1963  the  saints  of  Vereeniging  decided  to  build  a  chapel  of  their 
own  and  this  chapel  was  opened  in  August  of  I%5.  Branch  Presidents  to 
date  have  been  Brother  Zacharias  J.  Pienaar  and  Brother  Julian  J.  Sn\man. 
Presently  Brother  Rowland  Roberts  is  serving  in  that  capacity.  Brother 
Johannes  C.  de  Wet  and  Brother  Eben  Slabbert  are  his  counsellors. 

The  Branch  has  one  missionary  in  the  field.  Elder  Peter  kingsle\  who 
is  labouring  in  the  South  African  Mission.  Also  three  members  of  the 
Branch  are  serving  in  the  armed  forces.

The  classrooms,  of 
which  there  are  three,  are  large 
enough  to  house  each  class  comfort- 
ably, and  vet  small  enough  to  allow 
for  a  feeling  of  individuality  and 
intimacy.  The  Relief  Society  Room 
is  well-lit.  bright  and  cheerful.  It 
is  decorated  in  the  good  taste  which 
allows  the  women  to  feel  at  home

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What  is  Backbiting? 

"I  would  like  you  to  define  backbiting.  There  seems  to  be  a  difference 
of  opinion  regarding  the  meaning  of  the  term.  Some  claim  that  so  long 
as  you  speak  the  truth  about  a  person,  it  is  not  backbiting,  no  matter  what 
you  say  or  how  you  say  it.  Would  it  not  be  better,  if  we  knew  a  person 
had  faults,  to  go  to  him  privately  and  labour  with  him.  than  to  go  to 
others  and  speak   of  his  faults?" 

Nothing  could  be  farther  from  the  spirit  and  genius  of  the  gospel  than 
to  suppose  that  we  are  always  justified  in  speaking  the  truth  about  a 
person,  however  harmful  the  truth  to  him  may  be.  The  gospel  teaches  us 
the  fundamental  principles  of  repentance,  and  we  have  no  right  to  dis- 
credit a  man  in  the  estimation  of  his  fellowmcn  when  he  has  trueh 
repented  and  God  has  forgiven  him.  We  are  constantly  beset  by  temptation, 
and  often  say  and  do  things  of  which  we  immediately  repent,  and  no 
doubt,  if  our  repentance  is  genuine,  it  is  always  acceptable  to  our  Heavenly 
Father.  After  He  has  accepted  the  contrition  of  the  human  heart  and  for- 
given men  their  tresspasses,  it  is  dangerous  for  us  to  hold  their  evil  deed 
for  the  contempt  of  the  world. 

As  a  rule,  it  is  not  necessary  to  be  constantly  offering  advice  to  those 
who  in  our  judgment  are  possessed  of  some  fault.  In  the  first  place,  our 
judgment  may  be  in  error,  and  in  the  second  place,  we  may  be  dealing  with 
a  man  who  is  strongly  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  repentance,  and  who. 
conscious  of  his  weakness,  is  constantly  struggling  to  overcome  it.  The 
utmost  care,  therefore,  should  be  observed  in  all  our  language  that  implies 
a  reproach  of  others  than  in  the  words  themselves.  A  man  or  women  who 
possesses  the  Spirit  of  God  will  soon  detect  in  his  or  her  own  feelings  the 
spirit  of  backbiting,  as  that  spirit  is  present  in  the  remarks  that  are  made 
concerning  others.  The  question  of  backbiting,  therefore,  is  probably  best 
determined  by  the  ancient  rule  that,  "the  letter  killeth  but  the  spirit 
giveth  life."

A  few  years  ago.  in  California,  there  was  a  fifth  grader  named 
Tom.  Tom  liked  school  -  especially  art.  the  new  mathematics,  reading, 
recess,  sports,  and  certain  activities  that  his  teachers  always  seemed  to 
discmirage.  One  week,  for  example,  the  fad  among  some  members  of  his 
class  had  been  to  push  a  straight  pin  through  the  eraser  of  a  lead  pencil 
and  use  it  to  tap  an  unsuspecting  classmate  on  the  arm  or  shoulder. 

The  teacher  had  noticed  this  and  stopped  the  practice  with  a  long 
lecture  on  the  game's  lack  of  general  utility  and  its  potential  danger. 
Unfortunately,  Tom  did  not  heed  his  teacher's  advice.  He  kept  his  ■'pinned'" 
pencil  until  one  Tuesday  during  art  when  Joachim  passed  by  and  flipped 
a  damp  paint  brush  in  his  face.  Without  thinking.  Tom  retaliated  with 
a  flip  of  his  pencil.  The  results  were  disastrous.  The  head  of  the  pin 
struck  Joachim  in  the  eye  and  gouged  a  hole  just  under  the  pupil. 

Although  Joachim's  eye  was  not  permanently  damaged,  a  number  of 
people  would  have  been  saved  much  concern  if  Tom  had  been  wise  enough 
to  obey  his  teacher.  He  knew  the  pin  could  be  dangerous,  his  teacher  had 
even  predicted  just  such  an  accident;  but  knowledge  alone  had  not  been 
sufficient. 

Herein  lies  the  difference  between  knowledge  and  wisdom.  Wisdom 
is  the  greater  quality  because  it  is  the  power  to  use  knowledge,  experience, 
and  understanding  to  judge  and  choose  rightly. 

It  was  this  power  to  discern  that  made  Solomon  wise.  When  he  was 
made  king  over  Israel,  his  request  of  the  Lord  was: 

Give  therefore  thy  servant  an  understanding  heart  to  judge  thy 
people,  that  I  may  discern  between  good  and  bad:  for  who  is  able  to 
judge  this  thy  so  great  a  people?  (I  Kings  3:9.) 

The   Lord   was    pleased   to    grant   this    request,   and   Solomon    became 
known  throughout  the  world  for  his  great  wisdom. 
Life  is  a  Series  of  Choices 

Could  we  ask  for  a  greater  gift  than  that  given  to  Solomon?  We  may 
not  be  required  to  lead  and  judge  nations,  but  every  boy  and  girl,  every 
man  and  woman,  has  choices  to  make  throughout  life.  Many  choices  may 
seem  insignificant  at  the  time,  but  they  can  have  far-reaching  results:  To 
watch  TV  or  to  finish  a  school  assignment;  to  look  over  at  another's 
paper  during  an  examination,  or  to  choose  to  receive  an  honest  mark  on 
the  paper;  to  skip  sacrament  meeting  or  to  honour  parents'  wishes  and 
be  there;  to  stay  out  late  in  a  fast  crowd  or  insist,  "I  must  be  home 
early";  to  accept  a  date  outside  the  Church  or  choose  the  wisdom  of 
parental  advice  on  temple  marriage;  to  listen  to  filthy  stories  or  to  demand 
a  higher  respect  from  associates;  to  drive  faster  than  the  speed  limit  or 
to  obey  the  law;  to  say  nothing  when  the  clerk  returns  a  nickel  extra 
change  or  to  establish  fair  dealing  in  even  little  things  —  these  may  seem 
to  be  decisions  of  temporary  import.  Nonetheless,  each  is  a  step  up  or 
down  in  the  formation  of  character,  and  it  may  well  be  the  initial  step 
in  a  habit  which  will  effect  a  lasting  change  for  good  or  bad  in  our 
future. 

The  attainment  of  major  goals,  such  as  a  good  education,  marriage  in 
the  temple,  righteous  parenthood,  or  eternal  life,  is  not  accomplished  by 
a    single    decision.    Such    achievement    is    dependent    on    countless    daily 
choices,  properly  made  throughout  life. 
Decisions  are  Often  Difficult  To  Make 

Right  choices  are  not  always  easy  to  make.  Most  of  us  have  heard 
someone  say:  "It  isn't  the  job,  so  much.  It  isn't  even  the  hard  work.  It's 
the  decisions  that  are  killing  me."  Every  responsible  person,  whether 
child  or  adult,  encounters  decisions  that  are  difficult  to  make.

What  should  Mary  do  when  she  learns  that  her  brother.  John,  is 
cheating  in  a  school  paper-drive  by  hiding  pieces  of  junk  iron  in  each 
bundle  of  newspapers  to  make  it  weigh  more?  To  an  adult,  the  answer  to 
such  a  question  may  seem  simple,  but  a  child  may  wonder:  "Should  1  tell 
the  teacher?  Should  I  tell  Mother?  Should  I  tell  John  that  I  know? 
Perhaps  I  ought  to  say  nothing.  What  business  is  it  of  mine?"  And  if 
Mary  does  tell  her  mother,  what  should  Mother  do  to  teach  John  the 
importance  of  honesty? 

Everyone  Needs  Help  in  Making  Choices 

If  we  are  wise,  we  will  seek  help  in  making  correct  decisions.  We 
realize  that  much  depends  on  our  daily  choices  and  that  we  need  all  the 
help  we  can  get  in  making  them.  We  need  six  things,  knowledge,  ex- 
perience, understanding,  inspiration,  faith,  and  strength.  Where  can  we  go 
to  obtain  such   assistance? 

As  members  of  the  Church,   we   have   five   main   resources: 

1.  The   best   books,    especially   the    scriptures. 

2.  Attendance  at  sacrament  and  other  Church  meetings. 

3.  Parents. 

4.  Church  leaders. 

5.  Prayer. 

The  Lord  has  told  us  to  "seek  learning,  even  by  study  and  also  by 
faith".  (Doctrine  and  Covenants  88:118.)  We  should  seek  instruction  at 
Church  meetings  and  from  the  scriptures.  We  should  learn  from  good 
books  and  gain  the  best  schooling  possible.  We  should  turn  to  parents  and 
Church  leaders  for  counsel  and  guidance.  Above  all,  we  should  continually 
seek  guidance  from  the  Lord  through  prayer. 

The  Epistle  of  James  states:  "If  any  of  you  lack  wisdom,  let  him  ask 
of  God  .  .  .  and  it  shall  be  given  him."  (James  1:5.)  Joseph  Smith  followed 
this  advice  and  received  the  glorious  first  vision  and  knowledge  no  man 
could   have   given   him. 

When  the  youthful  Solomon  (somewhere  between  the  age  of  14  and 
20)  was  made  king  over  Israel  he  said  to  the  Lord, 

...  I  am  but  a  little  child:  I  know  not  how  to  go  out  or  come  in  .  .  . 
Give  therefore  thy  servant  an  understanding  heart  .  .  .  that  I  may  discern 
between  good  and  bad  ...  (I  Kings  3:7.  9.) 

And  because  he  had  asked  in  faith,  unselfishly,  that  he  might  know 
how  to  treat  others  fairly  and  justly,  the  powers  of  heaven  were  pleased 
to  grant  his  request.  Can  they  do  less  for  you  or  me?
